He said the aggressors must 
yield so that their power to resist will be 
broken and the enemy “must yield them- 
selves absolutely to our justice and 
mercy” and that “adequate measures will 
be taken to’ save the world from ever 
again becoming convulsed, wrecked and 
blackened by their calculated blows and 
ferocious aggression” of the Axis.

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The sudden passing of the former 
“ Conservative leader the' Hon, Rod. 
Manion came as a shock to the people of 
-Canada of all political parties for Dr. 
“Bob” Mnion possessed a charm of per- 
sonality which made him a _ popular 
national figure. He was a man of great 
“gifts, as surgeon, business man, author 
and as a statesman and was animated by 
the noblest motives in his every effort. 
+Dr. Manion was a man of intense 
activity. During the Great War he served 
hig country, going overseas with the 21st 
Battalion, C.E.F. He served with a 
number of battalions and” with a field 
ambulance. His keen interest in the 
soldiers was always marked and was a 
proof of the personal charm and deep 
sympathy he possessed. At Vimy Ridge he 
was awarded the Military Cross. During 
that war he was’elected while overseas as 
a Liberal-Unionist favoring conscription 
in 1918 at the early age of 37. He took 
the post for which he was eminently 
fitted of Minister of Soldiers’ Civil Re- 
establishment in the Meighen Union 
Cabinet. ‘He was reelected in 1921 and 
1925 and became Postmaster-General in 
1926. In 1980 he filled the post of Mini- 
ster of Railways and Carals in the 
Bennett Government until 1935. He led 
the Conservative party in the last election 
in 1940 when the- King Government was 
returned. 

These many posts he filled with admin- 
istrative ability and he worked tirelessly. 
His desire to give his best prompted him 
after his experience in the London blitz 
to arouse Canadians to the need of an 
‘ARP organization among the civilians. 
He was no alarmist, but he believed in 
being ready. 

Dr. Manion had many of the kindly 
charactesistics of the family doctor. He 

unusual ‘enthusiasm and zest 
for all phases of life as stories of his 
heroism in the London blitz showed. He 
wag observant because he loved human 
beings and so he wrote of experiences at 
the front in the First World War. 

His passing has evoked many tributes 
from all leaders and leaders in 
Canada’s political life who noted his zeal 
for service, his perfect friendship, his 
high ideals of_national life and of public 
service. One of the tributes to his whole- 
hearted and devoted and brilliant service 
to Canada is in the 250,000 volunteer 
workers in the ARP organization. 

Canada is proud and. grateful that 
such a man as Dr, Manion had been called 
to serve.this nation in 80 many ways. He 
hag left a deep impress upon the Domin- 
fon for his wholehearted brilliant and 


unselfish service. ( 





879 New Ships in 6 ‘Months 

In the first half of 1948 United States’ 
shipyards contributed to the Allied 
merchant navies the grand total of 879 
ships’ of 8,818,622 dead-weight tons 
against the record of the whole of last 
year of 747 ships with 8,089,732 dead- 
weight tons, . 

June ‘itself presented enough ships to 
more than meet the average rate per 
month to bring in about 19,000,600 dead- 
weight tons of new shipping for this year 
1943. 

This is dealing with giant power. It is a 
proof of the mighty industrial nation 
which the United States is, Against such 
resourcefulness and power, and against 
the power of Britain and the other Allies, 
and against the justice of their cause, the 
evil genius of Hitler and Nazism cannot 
prevail. 


Goering Reported

Treasures of Malta 

(Mr. B. D. G. Little in London Times) 

Few of our lovers of Renaissance and 
Baroque have. studied Malta's archi- 
tecture on the spot, and there are few, if 
any, good photographic collections avail- 
able. No expert profit and loss account of 
the artistic damage has yet appeared, so 
that interest in this part of the reconstruc- 
tion necessary in Malta’s towns and 
villages is harder to arouse than it 
need be. 

Yet what we know gives ground for 
hope. The damage is seldom caused by 
fire and‘is perhaps more local than in the 
gutted wastes of calcined buildings at 
home. It is not aaa rule reckoned in 
whole streets and acres, and Malta's 
solidly built stone buildings are not un- 
duly vulnerable to blast. Some buildings 
no doubt are hopeless wregks. Yet I am 
told that others, which I have myself seen 
to possess great architectural merit and 
exquisite Renaissance and Baroque decor- 
ation, are little if at all harmed. 

Iam told that the lovely old city of 
Natabile, the original capital, is intact. 
In all possible cases and they may well be 
many, scaffolding and loving care would 
be better than demolition. Extra funds, 
going beyond those voted by Parliament, 
are needed. If Malta calls for it, expert 
guidance may also be a great help.

Naval Training Base 
Facts of the great $12,000,000 naval 


something of which to be very proud. ‘It 
is a proof of the place which Canada has 
taken asa naval power. The base is 
reputed the best and largest base of its 
kind in the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. . . 

Uniquely enough the base is estab- 
lished in a section of Canada rich in 
memories of a great explorer, Samuel de 
Champlain. 

Canada is a two-ocean nation. Here on 
the east coast is the H.M.S. Cornwallis 
and on the Pacific is the H.M.S. Nadan 
and between them there will be a suffi- 
cient number of seamen, gunners and 
atokers required for Canada’s navy, 
which has rendered 30. effective aid to 
the British and Canadian cause during 
the present struggle. 

. Third Summer Attack 

Hitler is later than usual in starting his 
offensive against Russia and Germans are 
finding Russian resistance stout. Terrific 
blows have been dealt the armament of 
the Germans as three days have seen the 
loss of 1,681 tanks and 649 planes. The 
violence of the Hun attack and the bitter- 
ness of the struggle are shown by the 
Russian reports of the death of tHirteen 
-thousand Germans in the space of three 
days. * 

This is Hitler’s third summer attempt 
against Russia. He is powerful but much 
less so than in the two previous cam- 
paigns. In his last he suffered the great- 
est defeat ever delivered German arms at 
Stalingrad. He has not been able to 
achieve air superiority despite heavy 

- reinforcements and his armored attacks 
have .been hurled back with terrific 
losses te the Germans. 


Glider Train Crosses Ocean 

The first glider train has crossed the 
Atlantic after a thirty-five hundred 
mile journey in 28 hours. Months of tests 
took place in Eastern Canada before the 
new “train” set out for Britain. It drew 
only one glider and the freight load was 
a ton and a half. 

Is this the inauguration of ‘a freight 
service which will change trade and 
exalt the glider train to the highest posi- 
tion in the*freight transportation world? 

Everything*has to have a beginning. 
The glider may well be the starting 
point for oné of the great revolutions in 
transportation as the airplane has proven. 
If this is the beginning of something that 
will revolutionize the world, then last 
weekend will be a date by which to mark 
one stage in the history of transportation. 

It is a fact that the public mind is actu- 
ally alert to the - possibilities of this de- 
velopment. The world expects glider 
trains in the future. How near in general 
use they may be no one can say for time 
has a facility of passing quickly. But the 
people have been actually swept by the 
growth of aviation into belief that the 
glider train is a post-war development of 
immense possibilities, 

Canada by reason of its location on 

the great air route to Northwestern 
Europe was the ground where the tests 
were made so that the journey might be 
made under conditions with which the 
cvew of the transport and glider might be 
familiar as far as possible. And Canadian 
airmen were destined to play a principal 
part*in the test in the glider and the tow 
plane with a New Zealand, co-pilot of 
the tow plane and an English flight 
engineer. 
* The development of the 
the air transport is generally known and 
gliderg are not new as they have come 
into prominence in this war. 

-Recent discussions in Canada about 

glider trains have been in connection 
with the post-war program: In that period 
there is foreseen the possibility of a 
gigantic stride in aviation towards 
freight-carrying by trains of gliders.

.. When the war was carried into Europe 
by the Allied Nations last Saturday these 
peoples fortunately for themselves and 
their cause held firm and refused to 
expose themselves to the wanton cruelty 
of the enemy but they have preserved a 
calm which is a proof of their spirit and 
their faith, in Britain, the United States 
and the other nations that are bringing to 
them the day of liberation when the 
shackles of the Fascist oppression will be 
struck off and the Hun and Fascist will 
be the hunted and haunted criminals. 

It is-remembered that a few days be- 
fore the invasion of Sicily. British land 
forceg raided Crete, smashed Axis planes 
on the airdromes and damaged instaila- 
tions, the Cretans were warned by British 
radio broadcaststo preserve their ‘calm 
and not expose themselves to the fury of 
a frustrated enemy until they were told 
that the time for action had come. They 
have preserved that’ calm so possessed 
are they in their souls’of the something 
that makes men and women heroic 
against a powerful tyrant and aggressor. 
In this way they foil the Axis and wait 
until called on for help when they will be 
able to render the service that will 
further their liberation. 

This is a healthy evidence of the forti- 
tude and patience of the European peo-

Consumers of coal will do much think- 
ing over the problem of fuel supply for 
next winter season. Yesterday announce- 
ment was made that unless:Ontario and 
Quebec householders agree to accept one 


burned last year in high volatile bitumin- 
ous coal, they will not be allowed to buy 
for next winter more than fifty per cent 
of the hard coal they used last winter. 

The Munitions Department order to 
this effect issued on Thursday shows the 
seriousness of the coal supply and people 
will wisely take measures to conserve as 
far as they possibly can the use of hard 
coal fuel by sparing consumption, by pro- 
tecting their homes against cold and 
also as was suggested by a speaker of the 
department to the plumbers last Wednes- 
day by the use of warmer clothing in 
houses the coming winter, 

Coal Controller E. J. Brunning said 
yesterday that the order. of the Munitions 
Department divides coal into two classes, 
high-volatile bituminous and Clas, “A” 
fuel. 

High volatile bituminous means any 
soft coal which shows a content of moye 
than 24 per cent of volatile matter. 

Class “A” fuel is anthracite, hard coal, 
larger than buckwwheat size or low-vol- 
atile bituminous coal (excluding mine run 
and screenings), brisuettes or coke or a 
combination of any of these. Low volatile 
bituminous includes pocahontas and 
similar coal. * 

Consumers who agree to accept high 
volatile bituminous for 25. per cent of 
their proven requirements for the last 
year will be permitted to purchase class 
“A” fuel for the remaining 75 per cent. 

“Delivery may then be made as soon as 
the dealer finds it possible, but there can 
be no guarantee that supplies will be 
available,” the department statement 
explains. 

The consumer who does not agree to 
this plan and who has half a year’s 
supply on hand will not be allowed to buy 
any class “A” coal. And _ if hig stock is 
less than sufficient for half a year he will 
be allowed either a maximum of two tons 
or enough to make up half a year’s 
supply. And besides it is provided in the 
order that no person may order class “A” 
fuel from one dealer until all such orders 
placed with other dealers are cancelled.

General Montgomery himself under 
whom the Canadians fight in co-operation 
with the famous Eighth Army, had this 
to say. of the Canadians “they were 
terrifie on the beaches and in the attack 
inland”’. It has likewise been said that 
Canadians have fulfilled the hopes of 
General Montgomery in their ability and 
resourcefullness as fighting men. Now 
with the British. and Americans, Cana- 
dians have been honored with a place as 
spearhead of the . invasion of the Italian 
island. 

So Lieut.-General McNaughton, com- 
mander of.the Canadian Army finds his 
prophecy ringing true that the Canadians 
are a dagger pointed at the heart of 
Berlin, 

Weekend news still told of steady 
Allied progress towards which the Cana- 
dian division had made an important 
contributioh. 


Russia’s Achievement 

Russia has succeeded so far in the 
counter-offensive against the Germans in 
the Orel sector that it is expected that the 
Red armies will soon capture the city. 

Just last week there was a story to the 
effeet that Hitler was directing the offen- 
sive, having overridden his general staff 
but of this there has been no confirmation. 

German tactics. had gone back to the 
powerhouse style of fighting, but the 
power of the Russian advance is seen as & 
siign that Germany in this third.summer 
of her war of invasion against Russia is 
weaker than she was last year. 

The course of the war since last autumn 
has been one of defeat for the German 
and Jtalian arms. With the Allied offen- 
sive in Sicily which is. being carried 
through according to Allied plan at a rate 
which indicates the perfection of the 
planning that has gone into the assault 
upon Mussolini’s doorstep and the knowl- 
edge of the two great disasters which 
have come to German arms at Stalingrad 
and in Tunisia are not conducive to a 
healthy German morale. With the fact 
of British Canadian and American in- 
vasion of Sicily the Allies have clearly 
demonstrated that they have the initia- 
tive, Russia too shows that in her hands 
lies the power of delivering shattering 
blows to the enemy. ; 

Hitler’s “army’s driving power is not 
what it used-to be. The German offensive 
hag not got very far before it finds itself 
held up by the Russians, even though the 
Germans are believed to have hurled half 
a million men along the front of about 
one hundred and sixty miles and thou- 
sands of planes and tanks with very 
heavy losses to the Germans in men, air- 
planes and tanks. 


Hitler’s Whereabouts 

A story in the newspapers a few days 
ago that Hitler had again gone on the 
rampage and taken the command of the 
German forces in the war against Russia, 
revives the mystery, of Hitler’s absence 
from gatherings and the public platform. 
It is remembered how, before the war and 
later, he was ready to mount the platform 
on every occasion to thunder = his:wild 
rantings in the ears of a Hitler-intoxicated 
or Hitler-stupified Germany and the 
world that was anxious for peace. But 
there is no more of that. } 

Hitler may -be the type that cannot 


‘react as the Germans would like to the 


new situation which _ Germany faces, the 
aroused might of the United Nations 
gathering power about the territories he 


- has stolen and about the Germans them- 


selves, Goebbels seems to have been try- 
ing to fill the bill‘in Hitler’s absence from 
public gatherings.

Saving Lives 

American doctors are: saving from five 
to nine times as many soldiers from dying 
of battle wounds in this war as was 
possible in the Great War, it appears 
from casualty figures announced by Brig.- 
Gen, Norman T. Kirk, new. surgeon-gen- 
eral of the U. S. Army, at the meeting of 
the American Medical Association. ; 

The figures he gave covered the period 
during the phases of the North African 
campaign before the Army moved up into 
Northern Tunisia. The death rate at that 
time in the evacuation hospitals was from 
2% percent to 34% percent, compared toa 
death rate of 15 to 18 ‘percent in evacu- 
ation hospitals in the last war.. 

‘This remarkably low mortality, it has 
been pointed out; ‘was achieved in spite 
of great difficulties in evacuation. 

Plasma, surgery and_ sulfa drugs were 
credited by Gen. Kirk in that order for 
the great saving) in lives. Shocks and 
hemorrhage and bomb or shell fragments 
are the biggest threats to the life of the 
wounded. 

From 80 to 85 percent of the casualties 
are due to shell and bomb fragments, 
which carry more clothing and infection 
in the body than rifle bullets, An astound- 
ingly small number of wounded have had 
the serious bone infection, osteomyelitis, 
which occurred in. 75 percent of com- 
pound fractures in the last war, and the 
percentage of survivals in cases of head 
wounds is much greater than in the last 
war, as is the survival] in cases of abdom- 
inal wounds,

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Fire Figures 

Fires in Ontario for the second quarter 
of this year caused the deaths of eleven 
men, one woman and three children and 
injuries to forty-four men, three women 
and five children.

This quarter showed a decrease of 295 
fires from the same quarter last year. or 
3,708 fires against 4,003. The total loss 
which was $2,090,747 was leas than in 
1942 by $617,992 The insurance los, was 
$1,796,202. This quarter carried on the 
reduction in fires which was noted in the 
first quarter, the half year total of 1943 
being 7,321 against 8.419 for the first 
half_of last year, 

In the matter of prosecutions for fires, 
there were four convictions for arson, two 
acquittals and two cases pending, three 
convictions. for attempted arson and one 
pending, one conviction of attempt to de- 
!fraud and one acquittal, and one for con- 
| spiracy to defraud and one acquittal, and 
two convictions for Perse addition 
to these cases there was a-Wfe set by an 
insane person and two children admitted 
setting fires but no prosecutions followed. 

Of 3,676 fires listed for causes as 
usual the largest number were fires due 
to smoking, cigars, cigarettes, and care- 
lessness in smoking though the average | 
loss wag not as large as_ in case of other 
fires, the total loss being $113,734, but 
even this is a sizeable amount, Stoves and 
furnaces were next as cause of fires, | 
electricity next, sparks on roof fourth in | 
order and matches 223, causing $80,884} 
total loss.

With pecan ttees E 
ods that exclude air from the 

ing container in the canning process, 
vitamin C ts retained to a great 

extent. Furthermore, storage of the 

canned food over a long period of 

time does not result in any great 

loss of the vitamin C. In fact, 

much more vitamin C ts destroyed 

by ordinary cooking than by the 

cookifg for canning when alr is ex- 

cluded. 

Studies of the mineral content of 
canned foods have also been made. * 
It has been shown that infants re- 
tain as much lime, magnesium and 
phosphorus when they use canned 
foods as when they use compar- 
able amounts of fresh ones. Other 
studies indicate tat the vitamin C 
requirements of babies may be sup- 
plied at least in great part by can- 
ned vegetables, particularly spin- 
ach, cabbage and cauliflower. 

‘There seems to be no good reason 
why canned fruits*and vegetables 
cannot be used as substitutes for 
fresh fruits and vegetables when- 
ever the latter are not available. 
It ts certainly much better to eat 
these canned foods than to do 
without fruits and vegetables alto- 
gether. Of course, at present in 
many localities fresh foods may be 
more abundant than ‘canned foods, 
but under normal conditions, a 
goodly supply of canned foods ts 
available and may well be used.

It is on the basis of this idea 
that Doctor Nathan S. Davis ITI of 
Chicago believes that subnormal 
nutrition may have something to do 
with the occurrence of high blood 
pressure, Infections, digestive dis- 
turbances and the failure to eat 
enough of the necessary food parts, 
all may lead to a deficiency ot 
vitamins, minerals, and other essea- 
tial substances jn the blood that 1s 
brought.to the kidney.

What Te De Aboot Bad Neighbors 


“A bad neighbor ls a devastating 
plague”. “.here’s a grim’and terrible 
realism in this old saying. 

There are no words powerful 
enough to describe the torture that 
bad neighbors can inflict on people 
who are chained to them by the 
inevitable fact of  propinquity. 
When Bad Neighbors move into a 
community Peace moves out, For 
Bad Neighbors area law unto 
themselves . . . everything they do 
is a “self-do”. Consideration for 
Other People may concern other 
people but never concerns them. 
And why in the world is it. . no 
one has ever been able to answer 
this one. . .that they are not dis- 
turbed by their barking dogs, by 
thetr own yelling and obstrepcrous 
children, by their blasting radios? 

Here is a fetter that tells a cruel 
story of the devastation that can be 
brought by thoughtless and selfish 
neighbors: 

Dear Mrs. Beeckman: 

A group of my neighbors and I 
are appealing to you for HELP! Our 
patience has been so tried and our 
nerves are so worn down, that we 
mistrust our own judgment We 
don't want to do anything impul- 
sive that we will regret. 

We live in a “country develop- 
ment", Everything was ideal until 
a year and a half ago when = the 
property changed hands, and many 
of the newcomers who ‘were then 
allowed to buy houses here have 
proven themselves to be most un- 
satisfactory and selfish neighbors. 
Since ‘they have come, there | has 
been no peace! 

‘Their barking dogs are the bane 
of our existence . . . bad enough 
by day ,but “nightmares” all night. 
In these war-torn days of unbal- 
anced nerves, unbalanced routines, 
demanding days, there isn't, I am 
sure, a more disturbing annoyance 
than a barking dog . a high- 
pitched, shrill, nerve-wracking bark. 

The women of our group” who 
have lived here for some time all 
work very hard all day. . . .some 
in defence work, some in war and 
civic activities, some doing these 
jobs as well as doing their house- 


| work and taking care of their chl- 


dren. When nght comes we need 
sleep, but we've had mighty little of 
that blessed commodity lately. Hu- 
man endurance can go, just so far 

. . and we are at our wit's end. 
Especially some of the group who 
work at night, or part of the night! 

We love animals . .*. we have a 
dog, but he is fed properly and 
regularly, is never permitted to dis- 
turb anyone, and 1s not allowed to 
run at night. I sce no reason why 
people can't discipline their dogs, 
and I am convinced that a great 
deal of barking is because the dogs 
are hungry. They root into our gar- 
bage cans until often our yards 
















look like "disposal grounds”. 

And some of the children of these, 
neighbors are as undisciplined as! 
their dogs. ‘They dash yelling} 
across our yards, drawing their ex- 
press wagons or anything else 
across our walks and gardens, and 
show absolutely no regard, let alone 
respect, for property: 

Talk about having Victory Gar- 
dens! They are impossible, what) 
with the prowling dogs and = the 
rampaging children. 

Now it seems to me that all these 
“honey'd" words we read in news- 
papers and lsten to over the*racio 
about this and that “contributing 
to the war effort’ are all very well 
as far as they go. But to many of 
us there ls a stark and terrible 
realism about the nerve-wracking 
annoyances that 80 many people, 
living in necessarily close proxim~ 
ity to other people, thoughtlessly 
and selfishly inflict on their neigh- 
bors, thus destructively preventing 
these neighbors from contributing 
their best efforts to the war effort.

When we put the magnifying 

glass on this accelerating World 
War we become acutely aware that 
we are involved in numerous indi- 
vidual crises, both military and po- 
Utical—the sort of hot-spots one 
jogs down and sticks in one’s hat 
as a reminder to keep an ¢ye on 
them for quick developments—and 
here. apart from the Allied avral- 
anche sweeping Sicily, are some 
worth watching: 

Italo-German relations: Indica- 
tions increase that Hitler and Mus- 
solint may be close to a parting of} 
the ways, due to Hitler's inability— 
or disinclination—to give badly 
needed additional ald to a stooge 
who has ceased to be useful. 

Morale of the Italian people: This 
interlocks with the preceding cri- 
sis. ‘There's no doubt that a vast 
number of Italians are fed up with 
Mussolini and the war. 

Relations between the Vatican 
and the Allies: Possibly the term 
“crisis* is too strong to be used in 
connection with the aftermath ,of 
the bombing of Rome. However, 
{t certainly is a matter of moment 
when there's any difference of op- 
inion between the leaders of the 
United Nations and His Holiness, 
the Pope, to whom a world-wide re- 
ligious empire looks for guidance.

German yoke would not seriously affect 
the course of the war and.still less would 
it alter its ultimate results. The only con- 
gequence would be that Italy would be 
seared and scalded and blackened from 
end to end in the course of the next few 
months. 

Shrewdly he pointed out to the Italians 
that the “Germans would naturally wish 
to make Italy the preliminary battle- 
ground that by Italian sufferings the 
ravages of war be kept as far away and 
aslong as possible from the German 
Fatherland.” 

He made it clear that Britain and the 
‘Allies did not intend to reduce Italy to a 
state of chaos and anarchy. 

Nor did he minimize the power of Ger- 

ymany whose armies “are: still intact and 
quite unbroken” and he said Hitler has 
under his orders over 300 German divi- 
sions excluding satellites. 

In this great speech the Prime Minister 
showed how the dictator beguiles himself 
as Mussolini did. “It looked so safe and 
easy in May, 1940, to stab falling France 
in the back and advance to appropriate 
the Mediterranean interests and possess- 
fons of what Mussolini no doubt sincerely 
believed was a decadent and ruined 
Britain. 

It looked safe and easy to fall upon 
the much smaller state of Greece. But 
however there have been undeceptions. 
Events have taken a different course.” 

That is the tragic conclusion every 
dictator in history has come to realize 
when it was too late. 

The speech was a broad utterance, full 
of the wisdom and philosophy of. history. 
It was a herald of future victories and 
world-stirring events. It was the pro- 






Nazi Gem Loot Trailed 
Trailing Nazi plunder in the form of 
stolen jewels will result in one of the 
world's greatest treasure hunts when the 
war ends, it is revealed in London. Among 
the looted art treasures, publicly and pri- 
vately owned, are historic jewels whose 
value can hardly be reckoned in terms of 
money. Although some of the crown 
regalias of Europe were put beyond the 
grasp of the Nazis carly in the war, many 
priceless historic relics will not be located 
without diligent search. Meantime the 
United Nations are making a list of stolen 
art treasures. Most difficult to unearth 
will be the gems stolen from Europe's 
royal . Palaces and homes of leading 
families. Some of the jewels have been 
replaced by faked specimens, making the 
hunt still more difficult.

TO CONSERVE STOCKS 


Ottawa, July 30 — (CP) — Ef- 
fective midnight tonight, used tires 
and tubes may be purchased only 
with a tire ration permit similar 
to that required for new tires, Mu- 
nitions Minister Howe announced 
today in a new rationing order de- 
signed to conserve dwindling stocks 
of unused tires as well as those 
now on the road. 

Under previous order, used tires 
and tubes could be bought merely 
by filling out a certificate of essen- 
Uality, 

The new order, modelled closely 
on the order in effect since May 15, 
1942, sets up three classes of eli- 
gible tire buyers and rules out all 
other vehicle owners as ineligible to 
purchase any usable tire or re- 
treading service. The classes are 
“A.” “B™ and “C." 

The order does these things: 

1, It revises the lists of eligible 
vehicles. Por instance, it raises the 
rating of certain dentists, optom- 
etrists, and rural school teachers, 
and allows tire-buying privileges 
to farmers who own a truck, pros- 
pectors for base metals ang oil, 
owners of moving vans, chain store 
supervisors, rural auctioneers, pro- 
prietors of trucks delivering news- 
papers to dealers, and certain oth- 
ers.

Canadians Clear Out Every German 
From Battered Mountainside Town 





(By ROSS MUNRO) 
(Canadian Press Correspondent) 
Leonforte, Sicily, July 24 —(De- 

layed) — (CP Cable) — Through 
shattered streets and past battered 
houses of this mountainside town, 
Canadian troops fought their grim- 
mest battle of Sicily and success- 
fully completed the assault clear- 
ing out every German. 

After they had shaken the Nazis 
up in attacks Wednesday day and 
night (July 21) the troops in mid- 
morming of Thursday (July 22) 
attacked Leonforte supported by 
large number of field guns.

day in boiling heat.

“An active moon, which can look 
around it when the heavens are bare and 
affect tides and-turn milk, might reason- 
ably endugh have a hand in the proceed- 
ings of a string bean or a turnip.”

Your part is'to cease immediately any 
‘assistance to German military forces in 
your country. 

“If you do this we will rid you of the 
Germans and deliver you from the 
horrors of war.” 

That is the Allied pledge and then will 
follow as said by the Allied commander, 
“Your men will return to their normal 
life and to their productive \ avocations 
and provided all British and ‘Allied pris- 
oners now in your hands are restored 
safely to us and not taken away to Ger- 
‘many, the hundreds of thousands of Ital- 
jan prisoners captured by us in Tunisia 
and Sicily will return to the countless 
Italian homes who long for them.” 

It is a broadcast worthy of a great 
democratic commander representing the 
united free nations. ; 


War Correspondents Praised 

Prime Minister Churchill in the midst 
of his inspiring speech on the develop- 
ments in Italy and the fall of Mussolini 
mentiohed the character of the accounts 
of war correspondents reporting war 
operations.

America at war is demanding tremen- 
dous quantities of salt to meet expanding 
needs of its industries, its workers, its 
fighting men and its food producers, 

The familiar table salt for seasoning 
food accounts for about 20 percent of the 
output of an industry that in 1941 prd- 
duced close to 25% billion. pounds of salt 
valued at approximately 33% million 
dollars, Last year output was stepped up 
to more than 27 billion pounds, including 
rock and evaporated salt and salt in 
brine. 

In order to make this vast quantity— 

more than one-third of the world’s total 
salt production—83 different plants of 63 
companies are at work in 13 states and in 
Puerto Rico. 
* One striking new way of marketing 
salt is through the tiny salt tablets which 
are disposed gwith drinking water to 
industrial efter and to the nation’s 
fighting men.

inevitably bring despair, ruin and utter bankruptcy to this Province. 


I fully realize that I am characterizing these proposals in strong words, 
but I make no apology for using them. This language is fully justified. 


Just to mention one of Col. Drew's proposals, viz., that in which he 
promises the removal of educational taxes on real estate by “at Icast 
50%" without making the slightest \provision for the $20,000,000 or 
more thus made necessary. Was there ever such an utterly fantastic 
piece of bunkum placed before the electors of any democratic body! 
Tt can truly be characterized as “a rabbit from a hat". At least 
$100,000,000 would be required to finance the whole list of bribes 
spread by Col. Drew before the electors; and it is difficult to believe 
that Col. Drew could be so inconsistent after having himself intro- 
duced a resolution in the Legislature two years ago, to reduce Provincial 
expenditures by $25,000,000.

The fifteen points 
covered in the present document, vicious and dangerous as are some 
of these proposed experiments, have carefully omitted a few of the 
wildest ventures being sponsored by the parent C.C.F. body. 

If their language means anything it must involve the national owner- 
ship of all farms, mines, fisheries and factories of this country. I, find 
it hard to believe that the solid, thoughtful people of Ontario are 
prepared to hand over the ownership and management of our great 
heritage into the hands of a group of men wholly without experience 
in public affairs and led by a 33-year-old lawyer, who has never been 
in Parliament. Yet this is part of the decision to be made at the polls 
on Wednesday next. 

The record of the Government during the past nine’ years has been 
placed before you in straightforward, unmistakable terms, and neither 
of our opponents has scen fit to challenge that record at any point. 
During these nine years not a suggestion of scandal has been heard. 
The social legislation has been sane and progressive. The financial 
administration has called forth the admiration of every governing body 
in the Dominion of Canada. We are proud of the record and we appeal 
with confidence for a renewal of the trust you have placed in our hands. 


I appeal to the common sense of the Ontario people to weigh very 
carefully the consequences of placing power in the hands of parties 
who are prepared to lead the Province into extravagant and adventurous 
experiments, especially, I repeat, at a time when every effort and every 
dollar should be devoted to the cause for which we are fighting. 
On this very serious occasion therefore my pledge to the electors is that 
if this Government is returned to power on August 4th, we will con- 
tinue as in the past to give sane, sound and progressive administration.
